Judge Hole has given out the fol­ 
lowing opinion in regard to holding 
court outside of Lisbon: 
“I have recently received from the 
secretary of the Southern Columbiana 
Bar Association a formal petition, ask­ 
ing that a session of court be held 
at Wellsville, Ohio, at such time as 
may be convenient during this term. 
I have 
also within 
the 
last 
few 
months received less formal requests 
to hold court at Salem and East Pal­ 
estine. A few days after receiving the 
formal petition from the Southern Co­ 
lumbiana County Bar Association the 
annual meeting of the judges repre­ 
senting the nine counties of the Ninth 
Judicial district held for the purpose 
of fixing the itmes of holding terms 
of court in the 
various counties of 
the district for the year 1901, and to 
designate the judges who shall pre­ 
side over the 
sessions of court in 
the several counties. I presented the 
petition at this meeting with an expla­ 
nation of the exceptional circumstan­ 
ces which make it so inconvenient 
for the people of the southern part 
of Columbiana county to attend court 
at the county seat, but after a thor­ 
ough discussion of the matter, 
the 
unanimous opinion was that the re­ 
quest could not be legally granted. 
“Shortly before the formal petition 
had been presented to me, when the 
statement was made that such a peti­ 
tion would be presented, I suggested 
to the committee of the Southern Co­ 
lumbiana County Bar Association that 
they submit a brief on the question, 
but the secretary of the association 
has since told me they did not care 
to do so. 
At the meeting of the judges afore­ 
said a number of reasons were given 
for the opinion expressed, and I have 
thought it proper that I should pre­ 
sent briefly some 
of 
the questions 
which arise on this application. 
A court is defined to be ‘a place 
wherein justice is judicially adminis­ 
tered.’ it has also been defined as a 
body in the 
government, organized 
tor the public administration c|g jus­ 
tice at the time and place prescribed 
by law. 
it has further been defined as ‘the 
Presence of a sufficient number 
of 
the members of a body in the gov­ 
ernment, to which the public adminis­ 
tr a tio n of justice is delegated, regu- 
arly convened iii'an authorized place, 
st an appointed time, engaged in the 
oil and regular performance of its 
functions.* 
The foregoing definitions are quo- 
®d with approval in the 
work 
on 
ourts and Their Jurisdictions,* 
by 
° n D . Works, and the author adds 
0n Page I* 
The judges of a court do not, nec­ 
essarily, constitute the court. The 
udges, as such, have certain powers 


pertaining to their offices which may 
be exercised at chambers. 
When so 
acting they are not a court. To con­ 
stitute a court, the judge or judges 
must be in the discharge of judicial 
duties at the time and in the place 
prescribed by law for the sitting of 
the court.’ 
“ ‘A court is an incorporated politi­ 
cal being, which, requires for its ex­ 
istence the presence of the judges, or 
a competent number of them, and a 
clerk or prothonotary, at the time dur­ 
ing which, and at the plac where it 
is by law authorized to be held; and 
the performance of some public act, 
indicative of design to perform the 
I functions of a court.’ 
J 
It has also been defined as ‘a tri- 
i bunal established for the public ad­ 
ministration of justice, and composed 
of one or more judges, who sit for 
that purpose at fixed times and places, 
attended by proper officers.’ 
“In the work on courts and their 
jurisdiction above cited, at page 81, 
the author says: 
“ ‘In attempting to ascertain what 
was necessary to constitute a court, 
we have seen that in order to prop­ 
erly and legally perform the func­ 
tions and exercise the jurisdiction*of 
a court, the judges must be in dis­ 
charge of judicial duties at the time 
and at the place prescribed by law for 
the sitting of the court. 
The times 
i and places at which courts shall sit

My friend, who was some­ 
what old, was a little testy that morn­ 
ing , and somehow the sleeVi* of bis 
su rp lice g ot mix ed up .

iu g the assidu ou s efforts of the old sex ­ 
ton to direct his arm to the rig ht hole 
the two would not connect. 
Finally , 
losing p atience, my friend said sharp ­ 
ly : ‘Oh, the old boy ’s In the thing .’ 
"The old sex ton brig htened u p and. 
looking ovtv at me, with a twinkle in 
his ey e, said as qu ick as lig htning , ‘Not 
y it, y ou r riveriu ce.’ 
"It restored the g ood hu mor of the 
situ ation, and the vestment was p rop er­ 
ly adju sted. 
"The only time I ever heard a cong re­ 
g ation lau g h u iirestrahiedly du ring the 
reg u lar ser^ice8 in a cathw ral wa.s 
back in the eig hties, when I was a 
resident of dear, dirty Du blin. On one 
Su nday morning the bishop of Cork 
p reached.

Notoriou sly , p tx >- 
p le were living bey ond their means, for 
the Income from the landed estates of 
Ireland had taken a big tu mble.

that jnade no dififtrcncp . and g ood 


aressing went as a matter ot cou rse 
and was one of the smallest of the ex ­ 
travag ances. 
The bishop p reached on 
the su bject of ex travag ance and sp oko 
p articu larly of overdressing . 
His ser­ 
mon was a bitter arraig nment of the 
sin of debt and the wickedness of set­ 
ting the heart on fashion and dress. 
He attacked the overdressed woman 
and wou nd up this p articu lar reference 
this way : 
" ‘Now% su p p osing every one of y e— 
every one, man and woman—should 
stand up In this chu rch, take off the 
clothes y e have not p aid for, ju st walk- 
in ou t with the thing s on y ou r back y e 
have p aid for—a p retty lookln lot of 
scarecrow s y e’d he.’

"I once attended chu rch at Whalley , 
a littie villag e on the borders of Lan­ 
cashire and Yorkshire, in Eng land. The 
chu rch, wliich Iiad been a p art of the 
old abbey , was bu ilt in the y ear KMlfi 
and is totlay one of the most interest­ 
ing sacred edifices in Great Britain.

"The cou g rc|:ation was su rp rised to 
see the old rector, w’ho was sitting ai 
the bottom desk of the ‘three decker* 
erwiion, which I sup i» ose still staiuli- 
rig ht in the center au d half way dowi;

ly: ‘Oh, the old boy’s in the thing.’ 
“The old sexton brightened up and. 
looking over at me, with a twinkle in 
his eye, said as quick as lightning, ‘Not 
yit, your riverince.’ 
“It restored the good humor of the 
situation, and the vestment was proper­ 
ly adjusted. 
"The only time I ever heard a congre­ 
gation laugh unrestrainedly during the 
regular services in a cathern! was 
back in the eighties, when I was a 
resident of dear, dirty Dublin. On one 
Sunday morning tile bishop of Cork 
preached. He was a splendid man, an 
Irishman to the backbone and possess­ 
ed of as flue a brogue as ever distin­ 
guished a son of Erin.

congregation, then some one snickered. 
Every one was picturing to himself and 
herself the real scene that would occur 
should the bishop’s Idea be carried into 
effect, while wife looked at husband 
and members of each family nudged 
one another. The ludicrous side was 
Irresistible and the laugh was general. 
“I once attended church at Whalley, 
a little village on the borders of Lan­ 
cashire and Yorkshire, in England. The 
church, which had been a part of the 
old abbey, was built In the year KXJC 
and is today one of the most interest­ 
ing sacred edifices In Great Britain. 
The rector was a Mr. Whittaker, very 
old, very stout and very deaf. He had 
occupied the living for 30 years, aud 
while he generally appeared in church 
and took some part in the services, he 
was able to afford the luxury of%a cu­ 
rate and was always glad to secure the 
services of a friend to preach. On one 
occasion a gentleman I knew very well 
was to officiate. It was his custom to 
limit his sermon to 20 minutes, preach­ 
ing ex tempore, and always took out 
his watch and his pocket handker­ 
chief, placing them beside bim before 
commencing.

It is 
not only void, it is not the act of a 
court at all. Parties cannot stipulate 
for the trial of a case out of term 
time, and this renders the acts of the 
judge or judges valid as the acts of 
a court. It is some times difficult to 
determine whether an act to be done 
is one which may be performed by 
the judge, or whether it is one for the 
court. Acts which are within the pow­ 
ers of a judge need not be done in 
term, and in open court, but may be 
done at chambers or elsewhere,

hers of this bar association specifical­ 
ly and without reserve waive all ques­ 
tions of error that might arise 
by 
hearing these cases away from 
the 
county seat, and further agree not to 
raise any such questions, and 
state 
that in this 
they are authorized to 
bind their clients. As has been above 
showrn the 
proceedings being abso­ 
lutely void, an agreement to bind cli­ 
ents to a void judgment could not be 
enforced by any process of the courts, 
and would have no more weight than 
an agreement to arbitrate a case, and 
that being true, it would be just as 
effective 
and not infringe the law, 
for these clients to submit their dif­ 
ferences to any one or more of the 
able counsel wrho reside in the south­ 
ern part of the county and agree that 
such a decision would be final and 
binding. 
“There are other 
reasons 
which 
were urged by the different judges at 
our meeting, among them being the 
suggestion that 
the 
judge 
hearing 
cases would have no power to compel 
the 
attendance of a witness; 
no 
power to punish a witness for 
con­ 
tem pt 
and no power to punish for 
perjury should the witness state facts 
which were untrue. 
“In regard to the latter question, 
which is certainly of vital interest to 
both attorney and client, I do not care 
to enter into a lengthy discussion. 
“While I fully realize the inconve­ 
nience resulting to litigants in parts 
of this county distant from the coun­ 
ty seat, and must concede that 
the 
clientage represented by the Southern 
Columbiana County Bar Association 
are more seriously affected than most 
of the litigants of the county. 
“And while I shall always willingly 
hear m atters away from the county 
seat which may properly be 
heard 
in chambers, I feel I would not be jus­ 
tified under the 
law, and under the 
opinion of my colleagues of this dis­ 
trict in granting any of the requests for 
holding court away from the county 
seat. 
“I am informed that some years ago 
a similar request was made by par­ 
ties from Salem, and at that 
time 
Judge Nichols, than whom no better 
authority could be quoted, prepared a 
written opinion upon the subject, ar­ 
riving at the conclusions above given, 
but I am sorry that opinion is not now 
accessible. 
“Having disposed of the legal ques­ 
tion,'let me venture the extra-judicial 
hope that some one of the many pro­ 
jects for a cross-county railroad, about 
which our daily newspapers are most 
dally filled, may shortly materialize, 
so that 
this vexed question may be 
settled to the satisfaction of all par­ 
ties interested.

HUMOROUS INCIDENTS NOTED BV AN 
ENGLISH CLERGYMAN.

“An Irishman of the full blood can­ 
not resist un opportunity for repartee, 
no m atter how solemn the occasion or 
what his surroundings,'* said an Eng­ 
lish clergyman, a visitor in Washing­ 
ton. the other day, w’hen the conversa­ 
tion turned on the funny experiences 
of clergymen aud 
the 
humor 
that 
creeps Into matters connected with the 
church. 
“I was assisting an old friend of 
mine, the rector of a church lu Irelaud, 
one Sunday, aud before the service we 
were iu the vestry room putting ou our 
robes, with the old sexton, a shriveled 
up Irishman of the perfect type, as­ 
sist lug. 
My friend, who was some­ 
what old, was a little testy that morn­ 
ing, aud somehow the sleeve of his 
surplice go» mixed up. 
Not wit istaud- 
iug the assiduous efforts of the old sex- 
tou to direct ids arm to the right hole 
the two would uot connect. 
Finally, 
losing patience, my friend said sharp­ 
ly: ’Oh, the old boy's lu the thiug.’ 
“The old sexiou brightened up and. 
looking over at me, with a twinkle in 
his eye, said as quick as lightning. ‘Not 
ylt, your rf vert nee.' 
“It restored tile good humor of the 
situation, and the vestment was proper­ 
ly adjusted. 
‘T he oul.v time I ever beard a congre­ 
gation laugh unrestrainedly during the 
regular services lu a cathedral was 
back In the eighties, when I was a 
resident of dear, dirty Dublin. On oue 
Sunday morning the bishop of Cork 
preached. 
Ile was a splendid ainu. an 
Irishman to the backbone and possess­ 
ed of as flue a brogue as ever distin­ 
guished a son of Erin. 
His congrega­ 
tion was made up of the very essence 
of fashion in Dublin, which, in those 
days, was one of the greatest socle I 
centers of the world. Notoriously, p.nv 
ple were living beyond their means, for 
the Income from the lauded estates of 
Ireland had taken a big tumble. 
Rut 
that made uo difference, 
and 
good 


dressing went as a matter or course 
and was one of the smallest of the ex­ 
travagances. 
The bishop preached on 
the subject of extravagance and spoke 
particularly of overdressing. 
His ser­ 
mon was a bitter arraignment of the 
sin of debt and the wickedness of set­ 
ting the heart on fashion and dress. 
He attacked the overdressed woman 
aud wound up this particular reference 
this way: 
“ ‘Now, supposing every one of ye— 
every one, man and woman—should 
stand up in this church, take off the 
clothes ye have not paid for, Just walk- 
in out with the things on your back ye 
have paid for—a pretty lookin lot of 
scarecrows ye’d be.’ 
“There was a pause until the real 
significance of the suggestion had per 
colated through the members of his 
congregation, then some one snickered. 
Every oue was picturing to himself and 
herself tile real scene that would occur 
should th© bishop's idea be carried into 
effect, while wife looked at husband! 
and members of each family nudged, 
one another. 
The ludicrous side was 
irresistible and the laugh was general 
“ I once attended church at Wha Hey, 
a little village ou the borders of Lan­ 
cashire aud Yorkshire, in England. The 
church, which had been a part of the 
old abbey, was built in the year KXU5 
and is today oue of the most interest 
lug sacred edifices in Great Britain. 
The rector was a Mr. W hittaker, very 
old. very stout aud very deaf.
